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The  Sources  of  Immigration.1

In  the  opening  paragraphs  of  his  annual 
report,  the  Commissioner-General  of  Iiiitni 
pration  makes  several  ^ very  significant 
statements.  First,  that  it  was  “ueceksary 
and  possible”  to  reject  last  year. 24,2*0  of 
those  applying  to  admission  to  our  Coun- 
try, which  is  not  only  a larger  nmhbei  but 
a larger  percentage  of  those  arriving  | than 
was  ever  rejected  in  a similar  period j sec- 
ond, that  a larger  number  than  pver  l ofore, 
(2,695)  were  upon  their  arrival  arrested  and 
deported;  third,  our  attention  ,re  callhl  in 
an  urgent  way  to  the  grave  need  of  new 
legislation,  which  will  enable  the  burnnu  to 
further  restrict  and  control  immigmtion, 
with  a view  to  raising  the  standards  for 
admission.  All  of  these  statements  l|ave  a 
significant  bearing  upon  the  class  of  immi- 
grants now  coming  to  our  shores  an  I em- 
phasize the  fact  that  the  undesirable,  ele- 
ment is  rapidly  increasing. 

In  the  same  report,  we  are  informed  that 
‘‘southern  and  aoatheatsern  Europe  continue 
to  furnish  a very  large  percentage  of  the 
immigration  to  the  United  States  ’’  1-ast 
year  sixty-eight  per  cent  of  our  immigrants 
came  from  this  section;  while  in  19(|V  six- 
ty-seven per  cent;  in  1908,  sixty-four  per 
cent ; in  1907,  seventy-four  per  cent ; and  in 
1906,  seventy-two  per  cent  came  fnnn  the 
same  source.  It  is  a well-known  fa<  t that 
previous  to  1820,  when  no  immigratioir  sin-' 
tistics  were  kept,  n very  large  proportion 
of  our  immigrants  came  from  northern  and 
western  Europe;  and  since  that  time  the  sta- 
tistics show  that  a large  majority  continued 
to  come  from  these  sources  until  compara- 
tively recent  times.  Thus, -the  greatj  mass 
of  our  population  is  of  Teutonic;  or  j < VI  tie 
origin.  About  1882,  however,  a change  in 
the  source  of  immigration  began  which  hns 
continued  until  within  in  the  last  ten  years 
it  has  assumed  the  present  ennrmoijs  pro- 
I ortions  and  we  are  now  receiving  seven- 
ty-one per  cent  of  our  immigrants  front  Slav- 
ic and  Iberic  countries. 

■There  arp  in  southern  and  southojastern 
Europe  three  very  prolific  sources  ofi immi- 
gration, Italy.  Austria-Hungary  and  Rus- 
sia 

Italy. 

From  Italy  we  received  last  jVar 
537,  or  m°re  than  twenty  per  ceht  |>f  all 
our  immigrants.  We  make  a great  mistake 
if  we  regard  all  Italian  immigrants  is  bad 
citizens,  for  some  of  them  have  occupied 
places  of  honor  and  trust  in  our  country  and 
many  of  them  have  rendered  ■ invaluable 
service  in  building  our  railroads  and  (devel- 
oping our  mines  and  have  shown  themselves 
skillful  as  market  gardeners  and  truekj  farm- 
ers. but  notwithstanding  these  faets,  the  av- 
erage Italian  immigrant  is  not  regarded  as 
a public  benefactor.  Mr.  Edward  Hteiner 
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tells  us  that  the  earliest  Italian  immigrants 
were  the  men  with  the  dancing  bear*  or  with 
monkeys  and  hand-organs.  These  were  fol- 
lowed by  great  armies  of  meu  with  th#  push 
carts  and  with  shovels  and  picks.  Eighty 
per  cent  of  those  who  come  are  unmarried, 
and  forty-five  per  cent  can  neither  read  nor 
write. 

The  Italians  liavp  a peculiar  fondness  for 
i their  own  people,  aud  they  crowd  together 
in  thi  most  unsanitary  way  in  Italian  quar- 
ters in  nearly  all  of  our  large  cities.  It  i* 
said  that  in  New  York,  four  hundred  and 
| ninety-two  families  were  found  living  in  one 
! block. and  in  Philadelphia  thirty  families, 
numbering  one  hundred  and  twenty-three 
persons  were  found  in  thirty-four  looms.  I 
'The  Italian  comes  from  a country  where  for 
centuries  the  law  makers  were  aliens  and 
| conquerors  and  he  regards  the  law  as  his  cn- 
; emy,  is  restless  under  restraint,  unwilling 
i to  acknowledge  the  authority  of  his  super- 
i iors  and  sometimes  uses  the  dynamite  bomb 
or  lesorts  to-  black-hand  method*. 

Austria-Hungary. 

From  Austria-Hungary  we  received  last 
i year  258,737  or  twenty-five  per  cent  ol  mu 
immigrants.  The  large  majority  of  th.wc 
were  Slavs,  but  there  were  twenty-five 
thousand  Germans  and  twelve  thousand 
jews  among  those  who  came  from  thine 
! countries. 

Perhaps,  of  all  the  Slavic  people  who 
come  to  our  shores  the  Bohemian*  exert  the 
HiTBt’  baneful  influence.  Whild  they  are 
I industrious  and  thrifty,  they  are  satd  to  be 
quarrelsome,  suspicious,  jealous  and  clan 
liish.  There  are  more  than  forty-five  thous- 
and Bohemians  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  oyer 
one  hundred  thousand  in  Chicago.  Mr. 
Steiner  tells  us  that  the  Bohemian  1*  the 
most  irreligious  of  all  of  our  foreign  popu- 
lation and  informs  us  that  more  than  two-  . 
thirds  of  them  in  Chicago  are  infidels  They  J 
Dave  in  this  city  alone  three  daily  paper* 
and  three  hundred  societies  all  of  which 
teach  Infidelity,  besides  a multitude  of  Sun- 
day Schools  in  which  the  attendance  ranges 
i from  thirty  to  three  thousand,  where  they 
carry  on  an  active  propaganda  for  their  un- 
ltclief.  In  one  of  their  infidel  catechism*, 
the  first  question  and  answer  is  as  follows: 

| “What  duty  do  we  owe  to  God t Inasmuch 

ns  there  is  no  God.  we  owe  Him  no  duty.” 

Russia. 

Of  the  1 86.792.  or  eighteen  per  cent  of  our 
immigrant#  who  came  from  Russia,  the  largi 
majority  were  Jews.  We  are*  told  that 
more  than  two  million  Jews  now  live  in  this 
country  and  New  York,  where  more  than 
six  hundred  thousand  live  is  the  largest  i 
Jewish  center  in  the  world.  But  still  they 
come  in  great  throngs  from  eastern  and 
southern  Russia  because  of  the  cruel  perse- 
cutions inflicted  upon  them  there.  Jp 
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America  they  find  a “refuge  for  the  op. 
press*  J”  where  all  meu  are  equal  and  they 
can  rest  undisturbed.  The  future  will  on- 
ly doubtless  bring  larger  numbers  to* our 
is  aceful  shcrea. 

Thouglitful  Student*  of, the  immigration 
problem  lit  alarmed  at  the  enormous  num- 
bers now  coming  to  us  from  the  Slavic  coun- 
tries and  it  presents  indeed  n grave  chal- 
lenge to  our  power*  of  *ssiin»lati*>u,  but  the 
future  offers  little  promise  of  relief. 

The  reason  for  the  large  increase  in  im- 
migration from  southern  and  southeastern 
F.uropc  is  not  hard  to  find.  The  ( ommis* 
•ioner-Gcncral  inf  onus  us  that  it  is  to  a 
very  large  extent  induced,  stimulate  1 and 
artificial  immigration.*  The  unscrupulous 
agents  of  steamsUi|)  line*  ami  money  lender* 
are  constantly  at  work  in  tbe»e  countries 
among  the  ignorant  class*-*  They  tell  the 

mo>>t  fabulous  stories  of  the  alMiiinding  pros- 

I verity  in  America  and  the  high  prices  paid 
for  labor.  When  they  have  suee.-eded  !t* 
awakening  a desire  in  the  heart  of  toe  !»*’•*- 
ant  they  proceed  to  take  a mortagge  upon  all 
his  property  with  usurious  interest  anil  fur- 
nish a s' ; inly  amount  of  money  for  the  trip 
Tims  year  l.v  year,  multitude*  of  the  »g 
norant  class*-*  of  these  countries  sir  neing 
exploit**  1 aud  thousand*  of  alien*  burdened 
with  debt  are  being  placed  upon  our  shore*. 

However,  they  cotne,  they  an*  hem  stul 
are  h1  ill  coming  in  increasing  numbers. 
Surely  there  is  no  graver  problem  before  the 
Christian  f*fli*«  s of  this  country  than  the 
evangelization  of  our  immigrant  popula- 
tion.
